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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1. Claims 1 and 5-7 have been amended, and Claims 11-21 have been cancelled. Claims 1- 
10 are presented for examination. 

Previous Rejections 

2. Applicants' arguments, filed 23 June 2010, have been fully considered. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following 
rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete 
set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 First Paragraph 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons put forth 
in the previous office action, namely because the specification, while being enabling for 
compounds Al-10 and Bl-29 listed on page 76 of the specification as originally filed, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for the entire genus of napthyridines as put forth in the instant 
claims. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 
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Applicants arguments have been fully considered and are deemed unpersuasive. The 
examiner again directs the applicants attention to the teachings of the Savarino, Zouhiri, and 
Long references discussed in greater detail in the previous office action, particularly in terms of 
the examiner's discussion of the lack of any discernible structure-function relationship which 
would permit the skilled artisan to conclude that the entirety of the genus claimed may 
reasonably be expected to provide the4 utility claimed by the applicants. In particular, applicants 
are directed to their disclosure of Table 8, which, for example, contains only compounds which 
bear a p-fiuorobenzyl moiety representing the genus of "substituted aralkyl" substituents. 
Furthermore, the above rejected claims do not purport to simultaneously limit for each variables 
the extent of "optional substitutions" which may be placed on the variable substituents R1-R4; 
this results in at least one variable substituent in each of the above-rejected claims being 
unlimited in terms of the type and degree of substitution which may be found thereon. As 
discussed in the previous action, this results in a series of genus claims, the entire scope of which 
cannot be said to be effectively used in the inhibition of HIV-I integrase. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

In sum, while no claims are allowable as currently presented, applicants are strongly 
encouraged to contact the examiner to discuss amendments which will result in the presentation 
of claims reciting allowable subject matter.
